Throughout the years of 
the Commission's ex- 
istence, it has relied on 
the NAACP as a source to 
national, state and local 
individuals, projects and 
materials. The NAACP has 
since its earliest existence 
stood in the forefront of 
the continuing struggle to 
enforce existing civil rights 
laws and to change 
inequitable situations.” 

Gen. James echoed 
Flemmings’ sentiments in 
his affidavit to the court. “'! 
have been deeply aware of 
the work the NAACP has 
generously ‘done to 
eliminate racial and other 
forms of discrimination in 
the United States,"" James 
said. 

“As a specific example, 
early in my career | and 
approximately one- 
hundred of my _ brother 
black officers attempted to 
integrate an all-white 
officers club at Johnson 
Field, Ind. Although the 
club was, in fact, illegally 
constituted under current 
regulations, we were 
nevertheless charged with 
illegal entry. 

“The NAACP, in. the 
person of Thurgood 
Marshall...personally came 
down and undertook our 
defense. He succeeded in 
having the charges 
dismissed, thus saving my 
career and that of my

Dr. Gomillion, professor 
emeritus of Tuskegee 
Institute, received the 
doctoral degree in 
sociology from Ohio State 
in 1959.

He served as dean of 
students, dean of the 
school of Education, 
chairman of the Division of 
Social Sciences, and dean 
of the College of Arts and 
Sciences.

Nicolini wrote, “based on 
improved methods of 
coordination between the 
programmatic staff and the 
fiscal office."’

commented that com- 
munication between ad- 
ministrative ‘staff and 
Programmatic staff as well 
as. communication be- 
tween the program 
operators and agencies 
employing youth were 
examples of the effective 
program management. 

In an earlier report, Mrs. 
Williams. noted: that 90 
percent of the total $1.2 
million in federal funds 
allocated for the program 
operation “went directly to 
ythe youth as wages."’ She 
‘pointed out that only 5 
percent of the total budget 
was for administrative 
costs, and that another 5 
percent was set aside for 


services to program 
participants. 

“The five percent 
administrative costs

What will the School Levies mean to our children’s 
fundamental education? This is our main concern. 
The basic skills of reading, writing, mathematics and

Won’t just the renewal be enough to assure the good 

education we have now? 
No. The renewal is important because it qualifies us to 
receive State aid, and the renewal and State aid account 
for about 60% of our operating money. But these sources 
by themselves are not sufficient to meet the massive

increase in costs due to inflation. The additional levy is 
imperative if we are to keep the good education we now 
have and avoid cuts that could include up to 1,000 
teachers or one and one-half months of school. 


How will the levies affect vocational education? 
Simply this: without them, the two new Career Centers 
— Northeast and Northwest — could not open in 1977 
and 1978 as planned. Also, the new Career Centers 
opened the past. year — Southeast and Ft. Hayes — will 
not be sufficiently staffed and maintained to give 
students the practical skill training they hope for and 
deserve to qualify them for productive jobs on 
graduation. 


What will the levies cost homeowners? 
The renewal simply continues the present levy with no 
change in taxes. In terms of dollars and cents — the new 
levy will mean about $5 a month to the average 
Columbus homeowner. 
In terms of education and property values dependent on 
good schools, the levies mean much more. They affect 
the very heart of the schools — the basic 3-R’s. Viewed 
from this perspective, the continuance of the present 
funding and an average increase of just $5 a month ” 
appears to be a very profitable investment. . :

To meet this challenge of lethargy, a 
National Coalition of Black Voter 
Participation has been formed. It is 
composed of some forty-five national 
organizations. Thirteen states have been 
identified as target areas. Ohio is included 
on the list. 

“Operation Big Vote,” is the slogan. 
Each national organization has been 
asked to initiate a drive to get all of their 
chapters to mount a drive to get every 
member to vote Nov. 2. 

Cleveland, Dayton, Columbus, and Cin- 
cinnati are the cities in Ohio where local 
“Operation Big Vote” committees have 
been organized. “Operation Big Vote,” 
according to Eddie N. Williams, president 
of the coalition,” has three unique 
characteristics. It is a localized self-help 
project. It is a coalition of existing organ- 
izations with substantial influence: and 
credibility. It is a continuing activity.” 

Our aspect of Black voting, is the 
dependence of Black candidates’ on this 
vote.

Desegregation Limps Along 


——= 


Twenty-two years after Brown v. Board 
of Education, and in the year of America’s 
bicentennial, the nation is still confronted 
with resistance in many Southern com- 
munities and obstructionist activities by 
Northern and Western schoo! districts that 
have been used to thwart the 
deseqregation process. - 


We hear and read a lot about the 
techniques of massive resistance in the 
South; State funds were cut off, schools 
were closed, compulsory attendance laws 
repealed, and so on. But not much has 
been said about the illegal actions used by 
some Northern and Western districts. 
There, the official actions of school boards 
often have denied minority students equal 
protection of the laws. Moreover, the 
actions of governmental bodies 
responsible for desegregation have gone 
largely unnoticed in the heated debate 
over remedies. 


Regrettably, most politicians have 
responded to the desegregation dilemma 
with Hi-concealed yawns, and too: many 
have simply adopted the psychoneurotic 
rhetoric of those in opposition to busing 
rather than trying to supply their 
constituents with the information and 
leadership necessary to make rational 
choices relative to meaningful measures 
to implement “saegregation. 


As a consequence, the public, generally, 
is not only uninformed about busing and 
school Coneeeee but actually 
misinformed. The tragedy is that these 
popular misconceptions about 
desegregation seriously undermines the 
importance of education and the important 
function of state and local governments in 
providing the right of children, whatever 
their race, to an equal start in life and to 
equal opportunity to reach their fina 
potential as citizens. . 


These findings have been substantiated 
by a report released by the United States 
Commission on Civil Rights, September 7, 
1976 “To fulfill the Letter and Spirit of the 
Law: Desegregation of the Nation's 
Public Schools” (Washington, D.C.; U.S. 
Government Printing ce, 1976) The 
report is too extensive to be treated in this 
column, but suffice it to conclude that the 
report indicates that there was a 
significant correlation between erroneous 
beliefs about busing and opposition to it.

Finally, legally there is simply »no-' 


statutary or constitutional requirement that 
all schools in a_ district be racially 
balanced in providing a remedy for 
unlawful (de jure) segregation. Courts do 
not require racial balance in an imposed 
desegregation plan. Where there has been 
a finding of de jure segregation, the 
constitutional requirement is that school 
districts eliminate the racial identity of 
schools. If a district fails to remedy such 
segregation, a Federal court may issue 
orders to abolish a dual school system. 


in summation, the report concludes that 
successful desegregation is not by 
chance. The reason that some districts 
have progressed while others have failed 
is that school and community leaders, 
parents, teachers, and all segments of the 
community have been committed to 
making desegregation work. Ratherthan 
treating desegregation as a one-time 


event, these schooldistricts have correctly © 


perceived it as a process which requires 
continuous monitoring, evaluation, review, 
and revision. Careful planning is 
necessary to avoid the problems of 
resegregation and inequitable staff 
representation, differential extra-curricular 
participation rates, and discriminatory 
procedures for discipline. Those districts 
that have carefully planned for and 
implemented desegregation have found 


that the process has benefited all students 
and has led to greater understanding 
bent all groups, and has brought about 
equal 


ity of educational opportunity.

Partisan Politics Raging 
When Republican Gov. James A. Rhodes, after an 
absence of four years, returned to office Jan. 13, 1975, 
one week after Democrats organized both branches 
of the Ohio Legislature, this column predicted that 
Ohioans would witness a period of vicioUs partisan 
politicking as never seen before in the history of the 
state. 

Now, 20 months later, the partisan political 
undercutting has become even more abrasive than 
anyone could foresee. Rhodes, who already had an 
established reputation of engaging in give-and-take 

litics in dealing with Democrats, soon learned that 

cratic legislative leaders weren't in any mood to 
play the give-and-take game with him. 

As a It, Rhodes finally concluded that if his 
programs were to succeed, fighting fire with fire was 
his only alternative.

Cities- The Hidden Issue 


We've managed to thie tar in the election 
campaign without anyone really pressing the big 
hidden issue — the fate of the cities...’ 

Except for the growing metropolises of the so- 
called “sunbelt,” most major American cities are 
experiencing loss of jobs, deterioration of housing 
stock, poor transportation facilities, high rates of 
inner-city poverty, and extreme fiscal crisis. 

Large sections of some cities look like bombed-out 
wastelands as housing abandonment spreads. Crime 
makes many neighborhoods unsafe andthe schools 
are laying off teachers in the face of the special needs 
of poor pupils. 

Such a situation calls for a Domestic Urban 
Marshall Pilar that would harness the vast powers of 
the federal government, state and in-al governments 
and the private sector for a full-scale effort to save the 
cities and restore urban vitality. 

But neither candidate has endorsed such a 
program, or even come close to it. Caution seems to 
be the byword, as both candidates fear scaring off 
voters with proposals for bold new programs. 

But this assumes a conservatism among ~ the 
electorate that's not justified. True, many public 
opinion polls show more people willing to call 
themselves “conservative.” But at the same time most 
people favor social programs like national health 
insurance and expanded efforts to cut unemployment. 

One national poll on federal priorities found only 3 
percent concerned about “excessive spending on 
social problems.” The same people who parrot the 
common complaints: about Washington and “big 
government” also say they want the government to do 
something about jobs, housing and other issues that 
affect their lives. 

So there's little reason for candidates to misread 
the polls and assume they've got to soft peddle the 
issues that really concern the people. Both 
candidates are being cautious, saying that only a little 
tinkering will do the trick and shrink from programs of 
the scale of a Domestic Urban Marshall Plan. 
Meanwhile, supporters of both imply that once the 
elections are behind us the winner will take a bolder 


But why mistrust the people? Everyone knows that 
poverty is eating away at the cities like a cancer, and 
that the numbers of the poor sharply increased last 
year -- an additional 2.5 million people became poor, 
largely through loss of jobs and the end of their 
unemployment insurance coverage. 

Not enough people are aware that the federal 
government takes a achat amount of urban 
resources in taxes and then redistributes much of it to 
other sectors. Hard pressed New York City, with 7.6 
percent of the population paid 11.4 percent of all 
federal income taxes in 1974 and now is shutting 
down hospitals, schools and day care centers. 

The federal government has been running an 
unofficial Marshall Pian program for the suburbs for 
years, with road-building programs, housing 
mortgage subsidies, and tax breaks, and the private 
sector has cooperated by a wholesale movement of 
plants and offices away from the inner-city. 

No one labelled this as a special program, but that's 
the result of a multitude of federal and private actions. 
As the financial magazine, Business Week, put it: 
“Restoring the cities to self-su " would mean

(James) Allen notes that 
the struggle of minorities 
to attain the ideals of 
equality, as stated in the 
U.S. Constituion, has been 
a long and difficult one 
and equality is still elusive. 

The UNCF works toward 
that ideal by expanding, the 
educational opportunities 
for minority citizens, Allen 
States. 

“It is clear that if it had 
not been for the private 
black colleges in America, 
the dreams of black people 
to become part of the 
economic 
would not have been 
realized," he continues. 
“After a half century of 
slow but steady progress, 
educational opportunities 
for blacks have improved, 
but we still have a long 
way to go before blacks 
are adequately represen- 
ted in the colleges and 
universities, and in the 
ranks of college educated 
citizens. 

“Blacks are still not 
Participating in university 
training in proportion to 
their numbers in our 
population,” Allen notes. 
“In 1976, blacks represent 
about 12% of the 
population, but only 3% of 
the’ college graduates. 
However, there is promise 
for the future in the fact 
that 8% of the current 
college students are black! 

“Blacks account for no 
more than 2% of any 
recognized.-profession in 
our country. In law, there is 
only 1 black lawyer for 
every 4000 black 
Americans. .. compared to 
1 white lawyer for every 
700 white Americans. 


“in medicine, there is 
only 1 black doctor for 
every 3,500 black 


citizens,..compared to 1 
white doctor for every 650 
white citizens. 

“And, even more 
Startling, is the fact that in 
dentistry there is only 1 
black ‘dentist for every 
8400 blacks. . . compared 
to 1 white dentist for every 
2000 white Americans.

“It’s obvious 
too, . that as a people, we 
are still not realizing the 
full potential of our human 
resources, 

“There is one 
Organization which. has 
always been committed to 
giving our black youth an 
equal chance to. achieve a 
college education, and to 
develop to their highest 
social, professional and 
economicat potential. This 
organization is the United 
Negro College Fund. 

“Funded in 1944, UNCF 
was designed to be the 
fund raising arm for 27 
black colleges and 
universities. The UNCF 
now has 41 member 
institutions and in its 32 
years of existence, has 
raised more than $180 
million! 

“The accomplishments 
of the predominantly black 
UNCF are very significant. 
They have provided 
undergraduate educations 
to: 

: 85% of black 
physicians, 

. 80% of all black federal 
judges and black business 
executives, 

75% of all black 
Americans with PHD's, 

.75% of black officers in 
the Armed Forces, and 

. Most of the black 
elected officials 

“Of equal importance is 
the fact that thousands of 
téachers have graduated 
from UNCF schools, and 
that they in turn have 
reached out and helped 
hundreds of thousands of 
students. 

“Many of the students of 
the UNCF schools have 
been victims of poverty, 
disadvantaged and all too 
often were academically 
unprepared for, college. 
But giving these young 
Americans a chance in life 
is what UNCF is all about.

some black investors. 

Black investors? 

“Yes. And that is per- 
haps the greatest need. We 
black folks have an 
abundance of talent and 
an acute shortage of cash. 
And those of us who have 
money tend to be super- 
conservative about what 
we invest in. Certainly, | 
would be among the first 
to admit that a theatrical 
venture is one of the 
shakiest kinds of invest- 
ments, certainly not the 
place to put one's money if 
one feels in the least 
insecure.” 

But. that sounds like an 
insoluble dilemma: blacks 
either don't have money to 
invest or not enought to do 


so safely. 
“Well, it is a problem, 
but it is not. insoluble. 


Some of those insecure 
people I'm talking about 
are theatre people-- 
successful actors, perform- 
ers, musicians. If those of 
us in the business. who 
have been blessed with 
capital gains would take 
the same kind of risks with 
our monies that we take 
with our lives in-terms of 
devoting ourselves to this 
uncertain business called 
theatre, we could have 
more to say about what is 
done with what is ours.” 

But what about 
“Raisin?” 

““Raisin' is a black play 
about black folks in white 
America. This adaptation is 
a musical celebration of 
truth—black truth. And the 
truth it tells are as relevant 
today as they were when 
they were first written. For 
all the hard work that goes 
into such an effort, it is a 
pleasure to be associated 
with such a production.” 

Briggs, a Columbus 
native, became hooked on 
theatre while attending 
Ohio State University in 
the 1550's. 


In addition to having 
functioned in his present 
production capacity for the 
Broadway and national 
touring companies of 
“Raisin,” he has extensive 
credits in theatre, film and 
television. 

Last season, he created 
and directed Joel Grey in 
the “Goodtime Charley" 
television commercial. 
Briggs directed Melvin Van 
Peebles’ “Don't Play Us 
Cheap" in Philadelphia. 

As associate producer of 
“Raisin,” Briggs created 
the celebrated African 
dance commercial, touted 
as the second most 
successful Broadway show 
commercial ever. ' 

He was casting director 
of the Academy-award no- 
minated film “Claudine,” 
has directed portions of 
the Jerry Lewis Labor Day 
Telethon, and was 
production manager of the 
motion picture 
“Watts/Stax.” 

Before moving to New 
York to embark upon a 
theatrical career, he was a 
journalist, working for both 
the now-defunct Ohio Sen- 
tinel and The CALL-POST.
